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LARGE FIRE IN NASHVILLE. 


Great Destruction of Property—Several Per- 

_NASHEVILLE, November 4.—About four 
o'clock this morning, the building occupied on 
College street by Weakley & Warren as a fur- 
niture store was discovered on fire. Owning to 
the inflammable character of the material, the 
fiames spread rapidly throught the buildings 
and communicated to adjoining buildings. 
The entire block from Bank alley, south to 
the Western Union building was soon burning, 
and Western Union was seriously threatened 
but escaped without mueh damage. The total 
loss aggregates about $65,000 on houses; insured 
for $45,00; on stock $102,000; insured for about 
$82,000. 

During the progress of the fire the walls of 
the building adjoining Bank alley fell in and 
quite anum ber of people areknown tobe injured, 
some protably fatally. Among the wounded 
was a son of J. B. Moore, about fiteen years of 
age, Skull terribly crushed and will die; Wm. 
Stewart, sign painter, left leg badly fractur- 
ed; Bradford Nichol, hand injured; besides a 
fircinan andanumber of others more or less 
injured, Others are believed to be covered 
by debris which workman are now remov- 
ing. Telegraph wires in nearly all derections 
were burned, and over a hundred telephone 
wire destroyed. 

The following named firms sustained loss: 
Weakley & Warren, stocks $50,000, insured 
three-fourth ; Atwell & Snead, furniture deal- 
ers, stock $17,000, insurance $10,000; Webb, 
Stevenson & Co,, hardware, stock $50,000, in- 
sured for three-fourth. The building occupied 
by Weakley & Warren, belonged to Judge J. 
M. Lea and W. W. Fite’s estate and valued at 
$26,000, with an insurance of $8,000. &The 
building occupied by Atwater and Snead, 
owned by B. F. Wilson, $15,000; insured for 
$10,000; Webb, Stevenson & Co., owned byjE, 
W. Coal, $24,000, covered by insurance. 


THE VERNON’S DISASTER. 


Her Captain Was Drunk at the Time the 
Vessel funk. 

CuicaGco, November 4.—Edgar Hall, brother 
of the second engineer of the wrecked pro- 
peller, Vernon, stated yesterday that the last 
time his brother was in Chicago he told him 
that Captain Thorp, master of the Vernon, 
had an attack of delirium tremens while on 
top of the pilothouse. The testimony of other 
people goes to show that Captain Thorp was an 
exiraordinary drunkard both in port and on a 
voyage. Many people knew it, and it ought to 
have been well known to officers of the pro- 
peller line, 

& Axel Stone,the only survivor of the disaster, 
when asked if he ever saw Captain Thorp 
drunk, replied: 

“The captain was drunk most of the time 
and he was very drunk when we left Sheboy- 
gan last week. While we were coming through 
the straits tho second mate said tohim: ‘Sbber 
up, you drunken beast, and.take care of 
this boat and the people.’ The captain told 
him to goto hell. Iwas in the cabin at the 
time and heard every word that- was said. 
Friday night, which was the night that the 
steamer was lost, the captain was as drunk as 
I ever saw him, and he kept taking a drink 
every little while from a bottle that he carried 
in his coat pocket. I guess that is why the first 
mate stayed on ‘deck all the time. He knew 
that the captain was so drunk that he hardly 
knew what he was about, and was probably 
afraid the captain would do something foolish. 
If the captain had been sober, I don’t believe 
the verse] would have been lost, for any sober 
man would haveturned back when he saw how 
badly she acted in the big sea. Both mates of 
the Vernon were captains who had taken 
mates’ berths for the lack of better employ- 
ment. 
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WAS IT A PLOT? 


Another Clue to the St. Louis Explosion Dis- 
covered, 

Sr. Lovis, November 4.—Officers Stone and 
Paliner, led to watch the ruins of the 
Fourteenth street explosion, while walking 
over the debris last night at 10:30 o’clock, un- 
earthed an iron hemisphere, which, on exami- 
nation, proved to be the remains of a dyna- 
mite bomb. The infernal machine was carried 
to police headquarters, and the cause again re- 
verted to the dynamite theory, the rank and 
file of police seeing absolute proof of the fiend’s 
work in the latest discovery. Detectives, how- 
ever, were uushaken in their belief that the 
catastrople was purely an accident, as they can 
find no motive for the deed and the bomb was 
found among the debris that had been care- 
fully overhauled the day before. 

They are open in their assertions that the 
bomb was placed there yesterday by some of 
the sensationalists, who have been writing let- 
ters to the police and newspapers, declaring 
that they were given five hundred dollars ‘‘to 
do the job.’’ Already half a dozen cranks have 
sent as many letters to each of the St. Louis 
papers claiming that they were the agents of 
the horrible crime. As the fund for clearing 
away the wreck had run out yesterday morn- 
ing, there were no workinen about the ruins 
all day, and there was ample opportuity to 
leave the shell. The coroner will hold an in- 
quest Monday.

Efforts Being Made to Save Their 
Lives. 


FOUR REFUSE TO SIGN AN ‘APPEAL 


To Governor Oglesby fora Commutation of 
Their Sentence—A Felief That the 
Governor Will Not Intevfere.

Special from Springfield, I., says: A ‘re 


porter of the supreme court delivered to the 
governor this morning the first copies of ad- 
vance sheets of the opinion of the Illinois su- 
preme court in the anarchist case. Governor 


Oglesby is busily engaged in examining the rec- | 


ords of the case, decisions of the Illinois and 
United States supreme courts, newspaper edi- 
torials and reports of public expressions of 
prominent men, Since he entered upon this 
task he has not made his appearanceat the ex- 
ecutive office until nearly the noon hour, and 
then only to remain for a few minutes. After 
this he retires again to the mansion and de- 
votes his attention to a careful inspection of 
the case and the matter which may have 
come by mail to him during the morning. 
Since the decision of the United States supreme 
court refusing the writ of error, the mail of the 
governor’s office has been more than doubled, 
and the office force has been busily engaged in 
the disposal of the accumulation until nearl 
midnight. Petitions that have been circulate 
in various cities in behalf of the anarchists 
have not begun to arrive and the mail consists 
mainly of individual appeals. 

The governor arrived at the executive office 
shortly before noon today. The morning’s 
mail was full of anarchistic communications 
from all parts of the country, but their con- 
tents were not disclosed. He said the letters 
of Engel, Lingg and Fischer haye never 
reached him. he Parson’s letter has not 
been received, and it may be said 
for the governor that he has only newspaper 
reports as authority foe the statement that 
these men will refuse to accept commutation 
to life imprisonment, and dersand liberty or 
death. Every official and employe about the 
statehouse, and ali politicians and men about 


town who have an acquaintance with the gov-° 


ernor, are firm in the belief that he will not 
interfere with the execution of the sentence of 
the court. It is expected by those near the 
governor that he will make no official order, 
but simply permit the law to take its course. 

‘“‘l expect to go to Springfield on Monday with 
a petition to the governor for clemency, signed 
by everyone of theseyen condemned men,’’ is 
what Captain Black told a cluster of reporters, 
today. ‘‘Such a petition as I shall carry,” 
continued the captain: ‘‘does not mean that tke 
men renounce their principles, that they are 
down on the marrow bones begging for mercy, 
or that they regard themselves as guilty of 
any crime. It will be complying with the law 
in the matter and relying on Governor Oglesby 
tc perform a judicial act.” 

\'The following telegram, showing the exact 
time when clemency will be formally asked of 
the governor was sent forward tonight:

A Large Volume of Business—Failures For 
the Week, 

New Yorx, November 1.—R. G. Dun & 
Co’s weekly review of trade says: 

Nothwithstanding siow collections in many 
quarters and some failures of unpleasant significance, 
the prevalent feeling is that the most serious points 
of danger have been weathered, and that tnd and 
industries have been warned in season to check 
unsafe expansion. The volume of business con- 
tinues large, whether judged by reports from money 
centers, by bank exchanges, ontside of New York, 
(which exceed last year’s by ahout 15 per cent), cr 


by railroad tonnage which resulis in an 
increase of 12 per cent over last year in 
reported earnings; but prices don’t ad- 
vance much. In general, better prices 


appear only whore there are effective trade combi- 
nations. The-long hesitation in the steel rail market 
is broken by lower prices, sales of Northwestern aad 
New Englarmd delivery having been made on a basis 
of $32. _Pig iron is weaker at Pittsburg. Bar is not 
so Strong, architectural demand slackens, and nails 
are dull. Nor is improvement seen in woolen man- 
ufacture. The demand continues lighter than has 
been expected, and auctions of light weight goods 
and hosiery cceupy aitento.. There is some com- 
plaint of siow collections at most western points, 
but at most yotuts moticy is easier or in 
ample supply, though collections are inconveniently 
slow at some places where currency is abundant, 
Both eastern and western manufacturers, in many 
b:anches, find the demand less than was expected, 
alike in eastern aud westcrn cities barrow profits in 
trade are reported. The interstate decision tend 
sterd ly toward Jower rates for transportation, and 
the trunk lines have agreed upon uniform export 
rates by different routes and through different 
Atlantic ports.

FoR MAIMED VETERANS. 
' Provisions of the Bill Relative to Repara 
| tion for Injuries. 

_ Captain W. Harrison, of the executive de- 
partment, has had rinted copies of the act Ss 
carry into effect the last clause of article 7 
section 1, paragraph 1, of the constitution, and 
the amendments there to.’ 

The act provides that anyone who enlisten 
in the service of the confederate states, or of 
this state, who was a citizen of Georgia on the 
26th of October, 1886, who lost a limb or limbs 
while engaged in said service, and by reason 
of said service, or who may have received 
wounds which afterwards caused a loss of limb 
or limbs, or who may have been permanently 
injured while in said service, and who may 
a bona fide citizen at the time of making ap- 
plication for the benefits herein provided for, 
shall be entitled to receive ones a year 
the following compensation for the purposes 
expressed in article 7, section 1, paragraph 1 of 
the constitution, to-wit: Total loss of sight, 
2100; loss of one eye, $15: for total or partial 
loss of hearing, di sabling party from ordinary 
pursults, $15; loss of leg rabove the knee, $30; 
ioss of leg below the kne e, $25; loss of arm 
above the elbow, $20; for loss of arm below the 
elbow, S20: perinanent injury from wounds, 
rendering leg or arn substantially and essen- 
tially useless, $25 ; permanent’injury to any 
part of the body, rendering party yermanently 
and practically incompetent for the perform- 
ance of ordinary manual avocations, $25. 

Applicants are required to make 
affidavits, stating company, regiment, 
and brigade serving in when loss or i oc~ 
curred and setting forth all the attending facts 
and cire tmstances, Upon the filing of the af- 
fidavit and certificates required the governor 
draws his warrant annually in favor of the ap- 
plicant for the sum he is entitled to. Parties 
that has heretofore receiyed compensation 
from the state shall participate in the provis- 
ions of this act until the expiration of the time 
for which compensation has been paid, has ex- 
nsw which will be September 26th, 188). 

’arties who have heretofore made proof of their 
injuries will only be required to submit proof 
of continued citizenship.

It is a favorite argument with those who 
admire the free-trade teachings of Brother 
Henry Watterson to announce from time to 
time that the farmers are growing poorer— 
that there is a great and an increasing 
depression in the business of agriculture, 
and al] on account of the tariff, which is 
‘taxing the poor farmer for the benefit of 
the monopolies.”’ 

We think it is safe to say that the farm- 
ing interests of the south arein a better 
condition today than they have ever been in 
the history of the country. They are cer- 
tainly in a better condition than they were 
from 1845 to 1861, when the tariff for reve- 
mue only was in operation.

BEAUTY IN THE BATH, 


the Turkish Women Bathe—-A 
Scene in the Orient. 
Coustantinople Letter. 

Just ontside the limits of Constantinople, up 
in the Golden Horn, is Aga-Hammam, a bath fre- 
quented by many ladies of the highest position, 2ot 

e they have no baths of their own, but be- 
cause they are sure to meet their friends there with- 
out restriction and haye a good time. It has also 
always been a great place for. mothers to take their 
marriageable daughters and other mothers to go to 
choose a bride for their sons, and, as wives are not

quite unadorned, and therefore of this bath we will 
speak, ” 

The ladies arrive, each one attended by her own 
personal servant, and another who bears a very 
substantialluneh basket and a handsome gold- 
bordered bathing wrap. The eunuchs remain out- 
stde or go away and come back at the hour the bath 
is ended, as it occupies several hours, 

PLUMP BEAUTIES IN THE BATH. 

First the ladies are divested of their ctothing and 
receive a crape sheet, which they drape about them 
while they sit the regulation length of time in the 
firstroom, During this time they chat with each 
other, though not very fumiliarly, and they keep up 
the pretense of the drapery until they 
reach = and pass the next room, after 
which the {sheet and modesty are 
both thrown off, and with their abundant hair 
streaming loose and unconiined they walk erect 
into the last room as Eve did aboutthe Garden of 
Kden, and here they stretch themselves out upon 
the marble slabs, while two attendants rub them and 
lather them and pour hot water overthem until it 
seems as if they waulid be boiled. 

Each lady is laid upon a marble slab which is 

slightly inclined, and two attendants begin their 
labors, one at the feet and the others at the head, 
and the use a sort of clay called pilo, which raises 
a thick white lather, which sometimes grows several 
inches thick. The attendants use nothing but this 
soapy clay and their hands to cleanse their subjects 
with, and they rub and knead and punch until it 
seems they would rednee the “flesh to a 
pulp, all the while leaving this lather to 
aceumul:t* until the bather looks like 
asnowtall. Another kind ofsoap is used forthe 
hair, and another again for the face, but the latter 
is always left to gather thick as the worker rubs and 
toils, the prespiration rollingin streams down her 
own glistening body. Sometimes these attendants 
are white, sometimes black, and some of the ladies 
of fhe harem are as black as any negro in our own 
country, as it is quite a common thing for a man to 
make a wife of his Abyssinnian slave. These inky 
ladies wear the Turkigh veil as religiously as do the 
white wives, and indeed the color line is not drawn 
closely at all in the Orient. 

The Turkish bathis Nghted from the roof end 
through stained glass, and the colored light falls 
upon tthe forms laid out beneath with beautiful 
effect. A large fountain with a Ceep basin stands 
in the middle of this room and numberleys little 
_pipes throw off sprays of perfumed water above the 
slabs on which the ladies lay like animated snow 
flakes, kicking and sjuealing when soap gcts into 
their eyes or mouths, or when the attend- 
ants tickle them unexpectedly. A littlesilver basin 
stands at hand, and after the ladies have soaked in 
soap long enough they take quite hot water, entire- 
ly too hot for anybody buta Turkish woman, who 
isused toit,and pour it gently over them, not 
dashing the water, but softly emptying it, so that it 
soon washes off ali the lather, leaving the flesh rosy 
and fresh. This pouring of water is continned 
sometimes halfan hour, and rubbing, rolling and 
kneading of the body, afrer which the lady ig a 
liberty to plunge into the basin, if she wishes 
mnong the other laughing and frolicking women 
bleek and white mingling indiseriminately.

cinal purposes. if Fulton county is carried for pro- 
hibition, it will deny the people of Atianta the priv- 
lege of legally buying in Atlanta, for any plrpose, 
spirituous or malt liquors or foreign wines. 

Atlanta is the largest city in Georgia; & Is thor- 


forcement of the strietest regulation connected wiih 
the sale of liquors and wines. In spite of these 
tacts, the local option bill, it prohibition is success- 
ful, will prevent any citizen of Atlanta from obtain- 
ing, in the city where he lives, liquors or foreign 
wines either tor medicinal use or for other ptirpose*. 

To prohibit completely the sale.in cities is to pre- 
vent, so far.as possible, all opportunity to purchase. 
To prevent the purchase is to prevent the use. 
Therefore prohibition in Atiaata, under the local 
option act, isan effort to prohibit the use of spirit- 
uous and malt liquors and foreign wines for any 
purpose. It is prohibition to as great an extent as 
the advocates of the mewsure have power to pro- 
hibit, and it can only be sustained upon the idea 
that prohibition of use for every puryose, every- 
where is justifiable, 

Now the medicinal use of wines and liquors cer 
tainly is not wrong. The use of wines and liquors 
in moderation as a beverage is not wrong, althcush 
many persons, myself among the number, may pre- 
fer that they be used only as a medicine, Prohibi- 
tion, under the local option act, endcavors to pre- 
vent uses of wines and Hiquors which are not wrong. 
Their medicinal and moderate use viclates no 
claim which soeiety has upon the individual so 
using them, aud whena majority undertake to forec 
a minority to abandon acts not in themselves 
wrong, the majority endeavors to withilra@y from 


the minority rights which no rale of arsce ation for | 
_ appeared to have been suddenly afflicted by 


government should require to be surrendered. 

Legislation should prohibit that which is wrong, 
and not itself do wrong, by endeavoring to pro 
hibit that which is right, in tLe hope also of reach- 
ing that which 1s wren. 

The objection io prohibition, when applicd to 
cities, under the local option act is, that it not only 
undertakes to prevent the excessive and improper 
use of liquors and wines, but it undertakes to pre- 
vent the properand legitimate use of liquors and 
wines. It, therefore, trauseends proper and legiti- 
mate governmental control; and is against the 
policy of republican go\e-nment. 

The man who undertakes to prohibit others from 
using liquors and wines for any purpose: to be con- 
s‘stent, must certainly not use them for any purpose 
himself. Tested by this rule, are all prohibitionists 
consistent? 

To prohibit citizens from doing that which is 
neither ,wrocg initself nor wrong as a result of as- 
sociation for the government, isto violate a right 
which the entire theory of our constitution gauran- 
tees to each citizen. The violation of a political 
right isa species of extreme government, and will 
always be followed by other political evils, for it 
tends to train the; public mind to a disregard of per- 
sonal rights, and to this training may be charged a 
number of reckless invasions of personal rights 
whieh haye marked the history of Atlanta for 
twelves months past.

I mention thi 
with no purpose for a moment to lessen the in 
uence of clergymen, but only to show that when 
clergymen have in times past abandoned appeals to 
the heart for the conversion of their féllow-men, 
and have appealed to governmental control to force 
their fellow-men, they have failed to be religious, 
although their purpose was to serve God; they have 
failed to be moral, although thetr purpose was to ad- 
vance the temporal welfare of the human race. 

No extreme legislation has eyer been successfully 
enforced for any considerable length of time. The 
practical effect of prohibition for cities was tested in 
England; in Massachusetisand other countries and 
states, and as soon as the excitement had somewhat 
subsided, the intelligent moral thought drifted to 
sale under strict regulation as the best remedy 
against intemperance in those places where police 
control could be made proficient. Sooner or later 
Atlanta and other citiés must come to sale under 
strict regulation. 

But it will be asked if these same objections to 
prohibition did not apply two years ago. ihe an- 
ewer is yes, but the situation then was far different 
from what it is today. Two years ago the probibition 
bill had been but just passed. Its friends claimed 
that it did not represent the true temperance policy, 
but had been loaded down with objectionable 
amendments by the enemies of temperance. The 
ery was made to put down barrooms, and it was 
publicly stated that the prohibition contest had for 
its object principally the removal of doggvries. 
Under this condition of affairs, high license 
men, anti-saloon men, _ restrictive-saleg men 
of all kinds gathered to prohibition, for, 
from prohibition it was suppesed that the friends of 
temperance would change easily to sale under strict 
regulation, and, while they were opposed to prohi- 
bition, they saw a system of barrooms arrogant and 
aggressive, with a political domination threatening 
to control the politics of our city. The success of 
prohibition would rebuke this arrogance and ag- 
gressiveness, and render anti-prohibitionists con- 
tent with halfa loaf. Prohibition was successful: 
the barrooms were wiped from existence; a meeting 
was held at fhe Kimball house of a large number of 
probibitionisis and anti-prohibitionists to see what 
adjustment could be made, what ngrceement 
could be reached to allow the sale under strict 
regulation. There were about fifty leaders from 
each side present. The proposition was made by 
the anti-prohibitionisis to concede to the prohibit- 
jonists the permanent abolishment of barrooms, if 
the prohibitionists would agree that the wholesale 
business of the city should continue, but this propo- 
sition the prohibitionists rejected. Therefore, by re 
fusing to accept a solution of the struggie, by refus- 
ing to agree that barrooms should be permanently 
abolished, andthe wholesale business continued, 
the prohibitionists ceased to make their war on bar- 
rooms, and changed their war to the prohibition of 
sales where the hquors were not to be drank 
the premises, 

Two years have passed since the pro- 
hibition election, and no serious ¢étfort been 
made by the prohibitionists to change, frm the 
complete prohibition which the local option bill es- 
tablishes, to any system ofsale uuder the strictest 
regulation. True, a bill was introduced into the 
senate which provide that, in prohibition counties, 
sales tor medicinal purposes could be made, but 
even this bill was not passed, and the prohibition 
ists could have passed it had they taken hold of it

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QUESTIONS OF FACTS AND FIGURES 


4 Cowparison of the Number Issued Before 
Prohibition Went Into Effect and 
since-Some Other Points.

Mr. Grady was shown on yesterday a state- 
ment from the justice courts of Judge Lan- 
drum and Judge Tanner, to the effect that the 
number of distress and dispossessory warrants 
in those two courts bad increased in the last 
six months over the first six months of 1855, 
and was asked how he explained this. 

He said: I expected that the figures I gave 
at the prohibition meeting would be attacked. 
As given, they made an irresistible argument 
in favor of prohibition. They have been at- 
tacked. Now this is a serious question, and it 
is well for the people to read all the way 
through and get at the bottom facts. 

To begin with, I claimed in:my speech that 
there were fewer distress warrants issued now 
for the non-payment of rent, that rents were 
now more promptly paid, and collected with 
more ease than before prohibition went into 
effect. My witnesses on this point were Colonel 
G. W. Adair, Mr. A. 8. Tally, Mr. E. M. 
Roberts, Mr. Scott and Mr. Harry Krouse. 
Their assertions have been attacked. I now 
re-introduce my witnesses. Read what each 
man says and you will find that they not only 
re-assert their first statements, but make them 
even stronger. They are men of honor and of 
pusiness character. Now hear them: 

Colonel George Adair: “I gave you the 
information you used, and I stand toit. Asa 
bussness man, I tell you that there has 
been an amazing diminution of 
distress warrants issued from my office in the 
past twelve months. | have not issued a dis- 
tress warrant in some months. Two years ago 
Mr. Martin, the baliff who had our work, was 
$n and about my office constantly. I saw him 
about two months ago in my office for the first 
time in some months. I patted him on the 
shoulder and said, ‘Well old man Othello’s oc- 
eupation jis gone.” I simply meant by (that, 
that we had quit issuing distress warrants. 
This statement will be confirmed by every col- 
lector, and clerk in my office. Two years aro 
there was nota month .hat Mr. Mari n’sservices 
were not needed. Often I have issued four or 
five in one month. I stand by the statement, 
with thirteen hundred tenants on my roll, that 
I have never seen a more marked change than 
in the decreased number of distress warrants 
now issued, and the promptness of my tenants. 
I have more houses on my list than ever, and 
I have fewer vacant houses than [have had in 
fifteen years.” 

Mr. Forest Adair added: 

“I was in Judge Landrum’s 
fle voted wet before.

I will make an aff- 
davit of this fact. I haudle six to eight hun- 
dred houses, most of them small houses rented 
by poor people. I assert and I defy the records 
on it, that where I issued twenty distress war- 
rants for the non-payment of rent two years 
ago, I do not issue one now. There may be 
this catch init. Inthe records quoted from 
the justice courts they include both ‘‘distress”’ 
and ‘‘dispossessory’’ warrants. I have issued 
severa! dispossessory warrants in the past few 
mouths. That means that an objectionable 
tenant would get into a house. The neighbors 
or the property owner would complain. The ten- 
ant would refuse to move. I would get outa 
clispossessory warrant. 
quently, but i have not issued one single war- 
rant in eighteen months for nonpayment of 
rents.”’ 

Mr. Harry Krouse: ‘I stand by the informa- 
tion I cave you as used by you last night. I 
did issue before prohibition, from one to three 
warrants a month, sometimes more. I have 
not issued but one distress warrant in twelve 
months, and that party came in and paid his 
rent and the cost. My business is better than 
it ever was, and rents are better paid, and my 
houses better iilled. I did not vote for proh- 
bition but these facts as developed in my busi- 
ness have made mea prohibitionist, and I shal 
yote and work for it.” 

Mr. E. M. Roberts: “I gave you the infor- 
mation you used, but was partly at fault. Mr. 
Woodside has charge of my renting depart- 
ment. I find he has issued some warrants in 
the past year, but fewer under prohibition than 
before. I haye a larger rent list than ever, and 
fewer vacant houses. Rents are paid with 
much more promptness than Leyer knew them 
before.”’ : 

Mr. W.M. Scott: “I heard your speech. 
You quoted me correctly. I reassert what I 
said and make it stronger. I know my _ busi- 
ness and I speak deliberately. I have issued 


before prohibition several distress war- 
rants every month for non-pay- 
ment of rent. I have issned but one 


distress warrant for the non-payment of rent 
in the last eighteen months. have issued 
four or five dispossessory warrants to get rid of 
obnoxious tenants; but in eighteen months I 
have not issued but one distress warrant 
forrent, and in the eighteen months preced- 
ing prohibition I issued over twenty distress 
warants for rent in the same time. Another 
thing is important, a very large number of my 
tenantsare not only paying rent now, but 
have bought their houses, and are paying for 
them by insta))ments which increases their 
payments. They invariably pay the increased 
payment easicr than they formerly paid the 
rent alone. Watching this business and see- 
ing the effects of prohibition on it, will make 
me vote for prohibition this time, when I did 
not vote for it before believing it to be imprac- 
ticable.”’ 

These witnesses sustain me in my assertion 
that they have issued fewer distress warrants 
under prohibition than before, and that the 
decrease is amazing. Now, I introduce addi- 
tional witnesses on this subject; 

Mr. J. lleniey Smith: ‘We have issned far 
fewer distress warrants since prohibition went 
into eflect than we issued before, It is fair for 
ne to say that we never didissue many.

Now, the real estate agents quoted above, 
and, each man has read. his testimony before it 
is printed, have in their hands certainly three- 
fourths of the rented residences of this city. 
Without exception they state that there isa 
vecrease in distress warrants, remarkable and 
undoubted ; that their houses are full, that 
they have fewer empty houses than ever be- 
fore, and that they could fill hundreds of 
_ houses with tenants tomorrow if they had the 
houses on hand. The whole case. might be 
rested on the printed testimony of these men 
who control three-fourths of the rented resi- 
dences of this city. But I will show from the 
three justice court dockets that are definite 
enough to be tested, there is a decrease of 
fifty-seven warrants in ten months, and that 
but four distress warrants have been issued 
this year in the fourth court, the records of 
which two years ago are not definite. Even a 
decrease of fifty-seven distress warrants in ten 
months is good enough when we considér that 
prohibition has hardly had ten months trial, 
and that its good features are just beginning 
to be felt. 

‘How do you explain the alleged figures ap- 

pearing from the dockets of Judge Landrum, 
and Judge Tanner’s court?” 
_ “The comparisoni n Judge Landrum’s court 
is unfair and for this reason: One of the gentle- 
men who got the figures stated to me that the 
entire ten months of 1887 were counted, while 
only eight months were counted for 1885. Judge 
Landrum took charge on the first of March,1885, 
and had no record of January and February,and 
but eight months of 1885 were put against the 
ten months of 1887. In this way the apparent 
increase of 1887 in that court is accounted 
for. ‘There may be seyeral explanations. To 
begin with there are four justice courts, two of 
which are brought into the evidence. 

‘In Justice Manning’s court, Mr. Stewart, 
who went to the records, gives the following 
figures: For the firs ten months of 1885 there 
were issued 145 distress and dispossessory war- 
rants, in spite of the illness of Judge Rhea 
which continued for several months. He missed 
the whole month of May, so that the business 
of this court for that entire month, and for 
the best part of other months, was largely di- 
minished. Against these 145 warrants in the 
first ten months of 1885 there were only 18 


oe enn enema 


warrants issued in the ten months of 
ssf. The last three months of 1884, 
when Judge hea was in health, 


averaged thirty-six to the month, which would 
have made 560 for the ten months of 1885, de- 
creased to 145 on account of his continued sick- 
ness. The decrease in Judge Manning’s court 
is 127, Admitting an increase of seventy in Tan- 
ners and Landrum’s courts of seventy, this 
leaves a net decrease of fifty-seven warrants in 
ten months. The figures from Judge Man- 
ning’s court were obtained by the anti-prohi- 
bitionists yesterday morning, but were so 
crushing they were not used. You see this 
court alone wipes ont their alleged increase 
and leaves a net decrease of fifty-seven war- 
rants in ten months—with prohibition just get- 
ting in its work. 

“But there is another court: Judge Butt’s 
record for 1885 is vague and indefinite on ac- 
| count of his sickness, the cases frequently be- 
ing docketed as ‘‘plaintiff against defendant,”

close inspection of his books for 1887 shows 
that only four distress warrants have been is- 
sued in his court in ten months, one of which 
was*dismissed at plaintiff's cost. There is no 
telling how many there were in I885. 


‘‘Besides in the statement from Mr. Tan- 


ner’s and Myr. ‘Landrum’s courts, distress 
warrants and dispossessory warrants 
are bunched. A_ dispossessory warrant 


does not mean always the non-payment of 
rent. Itis the method used for disposessing 
Mr. Talley, who has not 
issued a single distress warrant for rent in 18 
months, states that he has issued several dis- 
possessory warrants to get tenants out at the 
complaint of neighbors. Again, it is stated by 
lawyers that the system of business in the jus- 
tice courts is more accurate now than formerly 
There has been constant improvement im this 
regard, and fewer cases are omitted from the 
docket now than formerly.’’ 3

“But can you explain the justice courts’ 
figures by a simple process ?’’ 

“Lean. I have given the testimony of every 
real estate agent in nie except one or two, 
that he has issued fewer distress warrants 
many times over under prohibition than he did 
before. Now, they produce figures from two of

Now, let us take the whole business of the 
justice courts for the two years preceding pro- 
hibition and the two years under prohibition.

assertions I made by reproducing my five wit- 
nesses, Who repeat their statements in oven 
stronger language than I used. These are 
reputable business men and they speak delib- 
erately and on their honor. Can their state- 
ments be doubted. I have added four wit- 
nesses Whose,testimony is as strong as the 
original witndsses. This corroborative testimo- 
ny comes from men known and esteemed in 
this community. This covers every renting 
agent in the city except Leak & Lyle, whose 
beokkeeper could not make a statement with- 
out going over his books, and Mr. G. H. Ed- 
dieman, who was not seen. I have shown 


that in one justice court there was a de- 
crease of 127 distress warrants in ten 


months under prohibition, as opposed to ten 
months before prohibition, and that in 
another court the records are vague and indef- 
inite. The two courts quoted against me only 
show an increase of seventy warrants, while 
one court shows a decrease of 127—anet de- 
crease of fifty-seven warrants. I have shown 
that the toial civil business of the four par 
courts in Atlanta, shows a decrease of 2,554 
cases in the two years of prohibition as op- 
posed to the two years preceding prohibition, 
when the natural increase in population would 
have implied an increase in cases. Remember 


that every renting agent in Atlanta 
(for Mr. Leak agrees to this) 
asserts that he collects rents now with 


more promptness than ever; that though his 
rent list has increased he has fewer vacant 
houses than ever, that the laboring classes de- 
mand better houses than ever, and pay their 
rent more promptly than ever. Large numbers 
of them are buying homes on the installment 
plan, and paying rent and purchase money 
with more ease than they formerly paid rent 
alone, and the knowledge of this fact, shown 
in their business, has bronght two real estate 
agents to vote for prohibition who did not vote 
for it before. 
A WORD AS TO THE GARNISHMENT LAW. 

“While Iam at this,” said Mr. Grady, ‘I 
may as well answer an inquiry in yesterday's 
Journal. Itis asked why I did not state, 
when noting the decreasein garnishments, 
that an act passed in 85 changed the garnish- 
iment law. 

“My answer is that I did not think that cause 
operated to stop garnishments. Since the pas, 
sage of that act and rendering the decision, the 
practice is, to take a special waiver, instead of 
a general waiver, and garnishee just the same. 
Garnishments are served on employes in this 
office, just as they were prior to the act and 
decision, except they are not near so frequent. 
The plaintiff fgrmerly took a general waiver 
and garnisheed under this. He now takesa 
special waiver, and garnishees under that. 
Under the pressure of similar necessity, for 
credit, the man who gavea genéral waiver, 
would give a special waiver. I held that prohi- 


bled those whose wages were 9 ne to gar- 
nishment to pay without process of law. As to 
the exemption of daily, weekly and monthly 
wages, that was the law before prohibition, 
just as it is after prohibition. It has been the 
law for many years. ‘The decrease in garnish- 
ments was but an incident in the marked and 
general improvement in the condition of 
workingmen as reported by Mr. Wilkins and 
others who had been leading prohibitionists ; 
but they cited the diminution of garnishments 
as striking evidence of what was manifest to 
them in a dozen different ways. Garnishments 
are issued practically as they were before the 
act of 1885, and the decision, except that they 
have decreased in number because debts are 
collected without process of law. I did not 
seek to suppress a single fact in my speech 
that I thought essential toafull understand- 
ing of the subject under discussion, for I be- 
lieve it isimportant that this matter should be

This array of facts was indeed appalling. But let 
me bring the record of the courts to bear, and see 
how Mr. Grady’s facts can stand the test. In H. G. 
Tanner’s justice court the “‘reeord” shows that in 
1885 he issued from January ist to November Ist 
1885, 99 distress and dispossessory warrants. In 1587 
from January lst to November ist he has issued 111, 
twelve more in 1887 than he issued in 1835.. How is 
that, Mr. Grady? 

S. H. Landrum, the justice on Peachtree street, 
issued in 1885 153. In 1887 to November ist 2}, 
60 more distress and dispossessory warrants in 15387 
than in 1885. How is that, Mr. Grady? 

These courts do not include ali in the city. I 
found Mr. Butt sick and conld not obtain his 
dockets, But his business is so small compared to 
that of Mr. Tanner that his docket could not effect 
the result.

Wages not 
ing subject, this requirment rendered the ape 
cess of garnishmept dangerous, so that this mode of 
collecting debts has almost been abandoned, NOW 
youcan see why Mr. Grant Wiiken’s hands have far ed 
so well, Not,perbaps,that they have paid up better, 
but are more secure in refusing to pay. 
Perhaps too, In view of the law, mer- 
chants have denied them credit. Of course these 
are suggestions only—not facts.

The Ohio State Food Commission 
Take Action. 


ANALYSES OF THE CHIEF BRANDS 


Their Strength and Value Officially Ascer- 
tained—A Large Number Im- 
pure and Unwhelesome. 


The Ohio State Dairy and Food Commis- 
sioner, General 8. H. Hurst, has made public 
(Circular No.6) the results of the Commis- 
sion’s investigation of baking powder. This 
Commission was formed by the Legislature, 
with instractions to make an examination of 
the food supply of the State, and to give a re- 
port of such examination to the public. The 
examination of the baking powders was made 
by Professor H. A. Weber, State Chemist, and, 
relating as it does toan article of daily use in 
the food of almost every one, is of particular 
interest. 

The rather startling fact is brought out by 
the report that of the thirty different brands of 
baking powder analyzed, composing about all 
those sold in the State, twenty of them are 
made from alum, a substance declared by the 
highest medical authorities to be injurious to 
health when used in food. 

T he Commissioner classifies the baking pow- 
ders into three general divisions, aceording to 
their value; 

ist. Cream of Tartar Baking Powders, 

2d. Phosphate Baking Powders. 

od. Alum Baking Powders. 

_ The object of baking powders is, when mixed 
in the flour and subjected to moisture, to gen- 
erate a leavening gas in the dough, which will 
raise the bread and cause it tobe porous and 
light. The Commissioner explains that the 
best baking powder is that which, the ingre- 
dients being healthful, gives off the largest 
amount of leayening gas and leaves the small- 
est amount of residuum in the bread. A small 
amount of carbonate of ammonia, which is 
considered healthful, is used insome of the 
cream of tartar powders to give them a higher 
strength. The Commission says that pure 
alum is undoubtedly a hurtful salt, and that 
the resultant salts from its combination with 
soda as formed-in the bread, can scarcely be 
less hurtful. Thereport ranks the powders

The large amount of inert matter or resi- 


dunm in both the phosphate and alum powders 
will be noted. This in the phosphate powders 
is largely of lime; in the alam powders it is 
chiefly alum. It will be gratifying to the pub- 
lic to observe that the powder in most general 
use, the Royal, is also the purest. In compar- 
ing the first two powders on the list, for in- 
stance—the Roval and Dr. Price’s—the inert 
matter in Price’sis seen to be about five in 
geven more than in the former, a difference of 
71 3-7 per cent, the Royal being purer than 
Price’s by a corresponding figure. 

The carbonic or leavening gas produced by 
the powders indicates their strength ; and their 
true value may be ascertained by considering 
the amount.of this gas in connection with their 
inert matter or residuum as shown above. The 
higher the percentage of gas and the lower the 
percentage of residuum the better the baking 
powder. ‘These percentages, as found in some 
of the most familiar powders, are given as fol- 
lows:
